All personal references were care 
fully evaded by the committee and no 
figures were available, but

learned from other sources that Til­ 
den is making more than $5,ODO a 
year by his writings. 
There is no assurance that the a s ­ 
sociation will approve of the new in­ 
terpretation of the rule, and, to the 
contrary, it is quite possible that Til­ 
den will have defenders among the 
association members.
